The problem of religious unity 
is as old as the church itself, for 
disunity originates in man’s un- 
belief, his unwillingness to sub- 
mit to the authority of the: Word 
of God, his tendency to wrest the 
Word of God to support his own 
ideas, and his love for pre-emi- 
nence over his brethren. All of 
these factors very early mani- 
fested themselves in the church, 
as the New Testament records 
sadly record. 

The problem of religious dis- 
unity was a real problem in post- 
~ apostolic days. We have the doc- 


trinal differences and disputations 
in the days of the church fathers, 
the rise of the dominant Cath®lic 
church and its differences with 
dissenting groups. We have the 
deep controversies over the doc- 
trine of the Holy Spirit and the 
nature of Christ, with much bit- 
terness on either side. There are 
the great controversies which pro- 
duced the Protestant Reformation, 
and the vigorous language of Lu- 
ther and Calvin indicate that they 
were far from mild. There were 
also the accompanying controver- 


sies between the Reformers and 
the Anabaptists resulting in 
wholesale martyrdom of the Ana- 
baptists. The English Reforma- 
tion eventually developed contro- 
versies, not only with the Catho- 
lics but dissenters as well, who 
formed separate congregations. 


As the years rolled on, contro- 
versies great and small continued, 
denominations multiplied and 
theological controversy and con- 
fusion. Near the turn of the pres- 
ent century, modernism in theolo- 
gy began more and more to assert

It is the same way in. social 
life. How many a young woman 
has met at some social gathering 
a handsome, attractive young 
man, a young fellow of pleasant 
manners who knows how to do a 
thousand and one little acts that 
mean so little and yet so easily 
gain the hearts of women, a young 
fellow who is a fine waltzer, and 
popular and attractive in all his 
ways. And one night that young 
man makes a proposal of mar- 
riage to her, and instead of sit- 
ting down, as any sensible girl 
would do, and asking herself 
whether that man has the mental 
and moral qualities that fit him 
to be a companion for life, just 
because he is handsome, because 
he is attractive and popular, be- 
cause he is a beautiful waltzer, 
that young woman accepts his 
proposal of marriage and marries 
him; and after a few months she 
wakes up one day to find that 
she has married a fool, or, what 
is worse, a rascal. And all that 
woman’s future life is wretched 
beyond description, just because 
she hated to think. 


But. there is no place where 
that mistake is made so often 


and where it is so fatal as in the 
matter of being, or not being a 
Christian. Men and women go into 
a Christless life, or, being in a 
Christless life, drift on‘in it; with- 
out even once sitting down to give 
the question thirty minutes’ hon- 
est consideration, What it Costs 
to Live and Die Without Jesus 
Christ. 

Now I am going to ask you to 
do some thinking tonight, some 
hard, serious, honest thinking, 
What I am going to ask you to 
think about is this: What it costs 
not to be a Christian, what it 
costs to live and die without Jesus 
Christ.

five pews in a church, and used to 
go out on the street and pick up 
young men and filled the pews. 
I never spoke to those young men 
about their souls; that was the 
work of the elders, I thought. Aft- 
er working some time like that, 
I started a mission Sunday School. 
I thought numbers were every- 
thing, and so I worked for num- 
bers. When the attendance ran be- 
low one thousand, it troubled me;

Read the Bible Through 
in 1959 

Let me urge every Christian 
now, the first week in the new 
year, to set out to read the Bible 
through this year. 

To learn the Bible, to feed one’s 
soul on the Bible day by day is 
the surest source -.of Christian 
growth (1 Pet. 2:2). To delight in 
the Bible and meditate therein 
day and night is an absolute guar- 
antee of daily success in every- 
thing, as we are told in Psalm 
1:1-3 and in Joshua 1:7-9. 


It is not difficult to read the 
Bible through in less than a year 
if you are: interested and if you 
are systematic about it. Actually, 
the whole New Testament is no 
longer than the copy in a single 
average week’s issue of The Sat- 
urday Evening Post. You may 
read 150 chapters of Psalms in 
three hours. You can read Genesis 
in two hours and six minutes, as 
I have just tested it: Or you can 
read the whole Bible, Old and 
New Testament, through in forty- 
four hours. By reading only seven 
and one-half minutes every day, 
briskly, one would read the Bible 
through in a year. 

It takes only four chapters a 
day to read the Bible through in 
about eleven months. I suggest 
that you read one chapter a day 
in the New Testament or Psalms 
and three chapters daily in the 
rest of the Old Testament. 

By all means read consecutive- 
ly. I mean if you start reading in 
Genesis for your Old Testament 
reading, read at least the first 
three chapters one day, the next 
chapters the next day, and 
straight on through the book. 

I have found a particular joy 
in keeping check on my reading 
in this way. I start out to read 
several chapters daily in one book 
of the Bible until I get through. 
Then on the first page of that 
book I put down lightly in pencil 
the date when I finished it. Then 
I have a record of every book in 
the Bible which I have read dur- 
ing that year, and I do not skip 
any. Of course, since I must do a 
great deal of study on sermons 
and articles, and of research be- 
sides’ my devotional reading, I 
want to keep up with it and keep 
a check on myself so that, in 
my devotional reading, I read the 
Bible through each year. I hope 
many will try this simple plan. 

But however you do it, read the 
Bible through in 1959. It will add 
to your happiness, it will help you 
to do right, it will make you grow 
in grace. Take time for the Bible 
and read it through. You will de- 
velop the habits of a good Chris- 
tian by insisting on this daily 
habit of Bible reading along with 
secret prayer,

One of my sermons which God 
has graciously seemed to bless for 
many years is 
Die” as printed in two parts in the 
book, When Skeletons Come Out 
of Their Closets, and preached in 
many a revival. It is a. sermon 
about the people who. surrounded 
the cross, and the text is in Mat- 
thew 27:36,. “And _ sitting down 
they watched him there.” I try to 
show, in that sermon, that the 
crowd around the cross of Christ 
was really a cross section of all 
humanity. That crowd represented 
people living today, as well as 
those present then. There were 
lost people there watching. Jesus, 
and there were Christians, too, 
who watched Jesus die. And I 
earnestly urge people to solemnly 
examine their hearts, and_ see 
which person, there looking on the 
crucifixion, really properly repre- 
sents him. 

In that sermon I find five class- 
es of Christians. They are: 


1. The inner circle of Christians 
represented by Mary, the mother 
of Jesus; Mary Magdalene; and 
the beloved John, “standing by the 
cross” as we find in John 19:25, 
yAG 

2. Then there were good Chris- 
tians “standing afar off,’ good 
women who followed Jesus from 
Galilee and supported Him and 
loved Him, that were not near to 
the cross (Matt. 27:55). 

3. Some of those who watched 
Jesus die were quitters. When He 
was arrested in the Garden of 
Gethsemane, ‘“‘then all the disciples 
forsook him, and fled” (Matt. 26: 
56). 

4. There were secret disciples 
also, including Joseph of Arima- 
thea and Nicodemus, who had be- 
fore come to Jesus by night, but 
had never openly claimed Him un- 
til His death (John 19:38, 39). 

5. Then there was poor back- 
slidden Peter, Peter who had fal- 
len into sin, who had cursed and 
sworn and denied the Saviour, who 
soon quit the ministry and went 
back to fishing. But Christ would 
not give him up.

Moses properly called the chil- 
dren of Israel, after they had 
danced naked and drunken around 
the golden calf, and said, “Who is 
on the Lord’s side? let him come 
unto me” (Exod. 32:26). You see 
the Lord’s side was Moses’ side. 
Those who were really on the 


Lord’s side took Moses’ side too, in| 


a matter of right and wrong. 

Jesus told His apostles who went 
out to preach the Gospel in His 
name, 

“He that receiveth vou receiveth 
me, and he that receiveth me re- 
ceiveth him that sent me. He that 
receiveth a prophet in the name of 
a prophet shall receive a prophet’s 
reward; and he that receiveth a

righteous man in the name of a 
righteous man _ shall receive a 
righteous man’s reward, And who- 
soever shall give to drink unto 
one of these little ones a cup of 
cold water only in the name of a 
disciple, verily I say unto you, he 
shall in no wise lose his reward” 
(Matt. 10:40-42). 


So we may properly say that 
if THE SworD OF THE LORD be 
true to Christ,. then those who 
send subscriptions to THE Sworp 
OF THE LorD are taking sides with 
Christ and His work.

Murder Is Still Murder 


King Alcohol lined up seven 
more skulls in his trophy room 
last month when a Michigan driv- 
er, so drunk he did not know on 
which side of a divided highway 
he was driving, crashed his auto- 
mobile head-on into one contain- 
ing a vacationing family of six 
from New York. There were no 
survivors in the other car—hus- 
band, wife and four sons mur- 
dered by alcohol’s insanity—and 
the companion of the drunken 
driver, a woman he planned to 
divorcee his own wife to marry, 
was also killed. The drunk, John 
M. Hines, Jr., claimed he con- 
sumed his liquid refreshments ‘on 
a doctor’s recommendation be- 
cause of a tubercular condition” 
and insisted that his companion, 
not he, was driving the death car. 
However, police officers took 
photographs minutes after the 
crash which showed him, uncon- 
scious, hanging out of the driver’s 
seat and his woman friend in the 
passenger seat, 


The Detroit Free Press com- 
mented editorially on this sad 
tragedy, titling their remarks, 
“Murder By Any Other Name Is 
Still Murder?’ Mr. Hines mur- 
dered the Bentley family from 
Jamestown just as surely as the 
mad Starkweather boy killed his 
eleven victims on his Nebraska 
rampage. Starkweather has been 
sentenced to die; time will tell 
what will be the fate of Hines. 
Incidentally, even before the crash 
Hines had a long record of bad 
driving, including a previous ar- 
rest for drunk driving. The Free 
Press closed its editorial with the 
warning: “The tragic accident on 
the Ohio Turnpike, caused by an 
irresponsible drunk, serves as a 
warning that law enforcement 
and society have yet devised no 
way which will prevent its dreary 
and constant repetition.” 

The same day the above edi- 
torial appeared, another Michigan 
man was apprehended by police 
on the Ohio Turnpike doing ex- 
actly the same thing which caused 
the slaughter of the seven—driv- 
ing west on the eastbound pike. 
According to the arresting offi- 
cers, the man was so intoxicated 
“he had to be carried from the 
car.” 


Worthy of note is the fact that 
the same issue of the newspaper 
reported an attempt by the mayor 
of Detroit to get “an easing of the 
Sunday ban on liquor sales in 
Detroit.” His Honor apparently 
would not mind an increase of 
highway slaughter if only Detroit 
could “attract more conventions,” 
something he felt they were los- 
ing because of the law forbidding 
Sunday sale of all beverages with 


content. But, as the good editor 
| observed, murder by any other 
name is still murder!

Dead Voters and Dead 
Candidates 


National elections last month 
turned up some unusual incidents. 
In Franklin, New Jersey, a dead 
man’s vote was tallied along with 
the others. It seems that the town 
police chief had dropped dead of 
a heart attack the week before 
while attending a police conven- 
tion in Florida. He had cast an 
absentee ballot before leaving and, 
Since all identification had been 
removed from the absentee bal- 
lots, it was impossible to tell 
which one was his, Wouldn’t it 
seem strange to be elected by a 

dead man’s vote? 
However, that would not be 
anywhere near as unusual or 
Strange as what happened in the 
elections at Waxahachie, Texas. 
Voters in that town elected a dead 
man as county commissioner for 
Ellis County. The name of the 
honored corpse, Roy Cowart, had 
been printed on the ballots prev- 
ious to his death. He polled 793 
votes and his closest opponent, a 
write-in candidate, mustered a 
mere 632 tallies. Strange indeed! 
Yet as I mused about these 
things, the thought was. strongly 
impressed upon my mind that 
there must have been millions of 
dead men and women who voted 
in this last election and thousands 
of dead candidates elected! The 
Word of God speaks of all the 
lost as being “dead in trespasses 
and sins” (Eph. 2:1), describing 
those who live in pleasure as. be- 
ing dead while (they) liveth” (1 
Tim. 5:6). America’s basic trag- 
edy is that she has so many thou- 
sands of dead men controlling her 
affairs of state—locally, national- 
ly and internationally.

I want to be a full-time evan- 
gelist, but am concerned about 
the support of my wife and five 
children. Have a good job now. 
Please pray about what i! 
should do. 


I have your letter of December 
12 and I rejoice that God is press- 
ing on your heart to be an evan- 
gelist. I do not know just how He 
will lead you to learn the work 
of an evangelist and get known 
and used in that field. I suggest 
that you start by holding services 
in nearby towns and churches, in 
schoolhouses, at rescue missions, 
without giving up your present 
employment until you prove your- 
self and until God opens the doors 
for you. 


You see, this matter of being 
an evangelist is so great a mat- 
ter that one needs to prove him- 
self in it. That is a Bible doctrine. 
You remember, in the qualifica- 
tions of a bishop or pastor God 
said, “Not a novice, lest being 
lifted up with pride he fall into 
the condemnation of the devil” 
(I Tim. 3:6). Again the Scrip- 
ture says about deacons, “Let 
these also first be proved; then 
let them use the office of a dea- 
con, being found blameless” (I 
Tim. 3:10). 


So an evangelist has to prove 
himself and grow into grace. Most 
evangelists serve some kind of 
apprenticeship. Nearly all have 
worked either as a pastor, so they 
can learn to preach and learn to 
give an invitation and learn to 
win souls, or they work as a gos- 
pel song leader for some evange- 
list, or such, 


I will be glad to report your 
meetings. Nearly always it seems 
best to have the’ reports of ac- 
tual revival services in THE SworD 
OF THE Lorp. Nearly always one 
must begin where he is known. 
If God opens a door among those 
that love you, and you have souls 
saved there, then that will open 
another door. It would probably 
not be profitable and not result 
in many engagements, if any, to 
simply announce in THE SWORD OF 
THE Lorp that you are open for 
revival engagements. Somebody 
must hear you preach. Somebody 
must know whether you can win 
souls. And the way to get people 
to know that is to prove it. 


I hope you will look up pastor- 
less churches or communities 
with a schoolhouse but no church- 
es where you could go preach for 
a few nights or hold. revivals. 
Preach in the jails, preach in the | 
rescue missions, because you need 
to prove yourself.

But God's 
principle that one needs to begin 
in “his Jerusalem,’ begin where 
he is known, and that he must 
prove himself before he gets larg- 
er usefulness, will work in nearly 
all cases, I am sure.

person in- continental United

get any salary from THE Sworp 
OF THE LoRD. I will get no income 
personally, none at all, from the 
radio broadcast. I live on the 
gifts of God’s people as I minis- 
ter here and there.

soul that has never gone out. The 
height of my ambition had been to 
be a successful merchant, and 
if I had known that meeting was 
going to take that ambition out 
of me, I might not have gone. But 
how many times I have thanked 
God since for that meeting. 


The dying teacher sat in the 
midst of his class and talked with 
them and read the fourteenth 
chapter of John. We tried to sing, 
“Blest Be the Tie That Binds,” 
after which we knelt down to 
prayer. I was rising from my 
knees when one of the class began 
to pray for her dying teacher. 
Another prayed, and another, and 
before we rose the whole class 
had prayed. As I went out I 
said to myself, “O God, let me 
die rather than lose the blessing 
I have received tonight!” 

I didn’t know what this was 
going to cost me. I was disquali- 
fied for business; it had become 
distasteful to me. I got a taste 
of another world, and cared no 
more for making money. For some 
days after, the greatest struggie 
of my life took place. Should I 
give up business and give myself 
to Christian work or should I not? 
I have never regretted my choice. 
Oh, the luxury of leading some- 
one out of the darkness of this 
world into the glorious light and 
liberty of the Gospel.

2. Some Good Christians 
“Standing Afar Off” 


I do not speak now about lost 
people. We would not be surprised 
of course if men who are against 
Christ and the Bible, men who are 
unconverted and enemies of the 
Gospel, should be against THE 
SWORD OF THE LorD or indifferent 
to it. No, we do not speak of lost 
people, but of saved people. And 
many saved people are like those 
mentioned in Matthew 27:55, “And 
many women were there behold- 
ing afar off, which followed Jesus 
from Galilee, ministering unto 
him.”

“Quitters” With THE

as Some Quit on the 
Lord Jesus 


That is a sad verse of Scrip- 
ture in Matthew 26:56, which tells 
that in the Garden of Gethsemane 
when Jesus was arrested, “then 
all the disciples forsook him, and 
fled.”’ 

It does not mean that these 
disciples did not love Jesus. They 
did love Him dearly. But they did 
not want to get killed. They did 
not want to get arrested. They 
feared to stay with Jesus when 
trouble came. 


That was the same way with 
Paul, too. You know when Paul 
was in jail and about to be be- 
headed, he wrote to Timothy, 
‘“Demas hath forsaken me, having 
loved this present world, and is 
departed unto Thessalonica; Cre- 
scens to Galatia, Titus unto Dal- 
matia” (II Tim. 4:10). He wrote 
to Timothy, “This thou knowest, 
that all they which are in Asia 
be turned away from me; of 
* whom are Phygellus and Hermo- 
genes’ (II Tim. 1:15). 


The disciples quit Jesus and 
ran when He was arrested. When 
Paul, because of his faithful stand 
for the faith, was in prison and 
about to be beheaded, people for- 
sook him too. That is what Demas 
did. So it was with Phygellus 
and Hermogenes and others, It 
seems as if we who hope to be 
good Christians should expect 


some of the same treatment that 
the Lord Jesus and Paul received. 

Good people often believe the 
Bible, but are not willing to fight 
for it. They believe in the his- 
toric Christian faith, but it is 
more convenient to stay in modern 
denominations and support things 
which are contrary to the Bible 
and which dishonor Christ, than 
to make a fight or disturbance 
over it! Many good Christians 
write me that they love the ser- 
mons in THE SWORD OF THE LORD, 
that THE SworpD has been a won- 
derful blessing to them, but be- 
cause of some difference on some 
minor matter they let their sub- 
scription expire, or they even get 
angry and cancel THE SworD OF 
THE LORD! 


Hundreds have dropped their 


subscription to THE SWORD OF THE 
Lorp because we take a plain 
stand against modernism and 
against yoking up with modern- 
ists and working with infidels and 
honoring infidels as if they were 
good Christians.

4. Some Christians Are “Se- 
cret Disciples” Who Believe 
What THE SWORD OF

and Are for It, But 
Are Not Willing to 
Say So Openly 
We have received some of the 
most wonderful letters from a 
greatly used man of God, a noble 
Christian man whom we love and 
respect. He says the finest things 
about THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
and what a blessing it has been 
to him and how he thanks God 
that we stand up for the faith and 
defend it and explain it. But he 
always marks his letters “not for 
publication,” because of his prom- 
inent denominational ‘position. He 
is secretly a friend of THE SworpD 
OF THE LorD. And we believe that 
his friendship is sincere. Still, it 
is a secret friendship that can do 
us little good and do the Sword 

of the Lord little good. 


There are Christians that have 
never been baptized, Christians 
who never give a public testimony, 
Christians who never do personal 
soul-winning work. They do not 
talk up for Christ and the Bible. 
And there are Christians who be- 
lieve in THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
and what we stand for, but they 
never get subscriptions for it or 
make public announcements for 
it. There are evangelists whose 
revival work we have boosted and 
reported in THE SWORD OF THE 
LorpD in literally scores of issues, 
who never take a subscription for 
THE SworpD or say a favorable 
word about it! These no doubt 
are good people, but they are not 
good for anything as far as help- 
ing THE SWORD OF THE LORD, and 
helping spread the Gospel and de- 
fend the faith through this means.

What does it cost not to do it? 


1. In the First Place, Not to 
Be a Christian Costs the 
Sacrifice of Peace 


A Christiarm has peace: “Being 
justified by faith, we have peace 
with God through the Lord Je- 
sus Christ” (Rom, 5:1). And hav- 
ing peace with God we have peace 
in our hearts, but no man out of 
Christ has peace. “There is no 
peace for the wicked, saith my 
God.” 


One night in Chicago, after a 
meeting like this, when the con- 
gregation had gone out, I went 
and sat down ‘in a seat by the 
side of a gentleman about thirty- 
five years of age, and I said, “My 
friend, why are you not a Chris- 
tian?” 

“Oh,” he said, with a shrug 
of his shoulders, “I. am very well 
satisfied as I am.” 

I said, “You haven’t peace,” 

He said, “How do you know 
that?” 

I said, “Because God says so; 
‘There is no peace for the wick- 
ed, saith my God.’” 

The man dropped his head and 
said, “You are right, sir, I haven't 


peace.” 
And there is not a man or 
Woman in this audience tonight 


out of Christ that has peace. 
Money won't give you peace; the 
pleasures of this life won't give 
you peace; no number of good 
earthly friends will give you 
peace; not to be a Christian costs 
the sacrifice of peace. 


2. In the Second Place, Not to 
Be a Christian Costs the 
Sacrifice of the Highest, 
Deepest, Purest, Holiest, 
Most Overflowing Joy 
That Can Be Known 
Here on Karth 


As we read in the Scripture les- 
son tonight, in I Peter 1:8: 
“Though now ye see him not, yet 
believing in him ye rejoice with 
joy unspeakable and full of glory.” 
That was Peter’s testimony. That 
is the experience of every true 
Christian. A real living faith in 
Jesus Christ gives a man joy un- 
speakable and full of glory. No- 
body out of Christ has joy un- 
Speakable and full of glory. 

“Oh,” but you say, “I know 
many a Christian that has not joy 
unspeakable and full of glory.” 
A real Christian? You know there 
are two kinds—professing Chris- 
tians and real Christians. Now I 
will admit that there are a great 
many people in the world that call 
themselves Christians, who have 
just enough religion to ‘make 
themselves miserable. They are 
holding to the world with one 
hand, generally the right hand, 
and to Jesus Christ with the oth- 
er. Of course they have not joy 
unspeakable and full of glory. 

But show me a Christian who 
has dropped the world with both 
hands, and laid hold of Jesus 
Christ with both hands, and I 
will show you a man or woman 
that has joy unspeakable and full 
of glory, every time, But nobody 
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out of Christ has joy unspeakable 
and full of glory. 


How Satan deceived me along 
that line for many years when I 
was a mere lad! I went one day 
up to the third story of our home, 
where we had a great store-room 
where we put away the old books 
out of the library, and as a boy 
I loved to go and sit on the floor 
of that room, and get the books 
around me and look through them, 
and one day I came across the 
covenant of the church of my 
mother, and commenced to read 
it, and I said to myself, “I won- 
der if I cannot be a Christian?” 
I can say “Yes” to that, and can 
say “Yes” to that, and that, and 
after a time I came to a place 
where it said something to’ this 
effect, “If I became a Christian, 
I was to be willing to do any- 
thing God said, and go anywhere 
He said.” I shut up the book and 
said, ‘No, just as likely as not 
I’ll have to be a preacher if I say 
‘Yes’ to that, and then life won’t 
be worth living.” 

And I threw that book away 
and deliberately refused to take 
Jesus Christ, and deliberately re- 
fused to think about it any more. 
Then I said to myself, “I am go- 
ing in for all the pleasure I can 
get’; and I had a good oppor- 
tunity to get it. My father was 
well off in this world’s goods; 
and as a boy of fifteen I was 
sent off to the university and 
matriculated for a degree, and 
my father sent me up all the 
money I wanted. 

Now, if you put a boy into a 
university who learns easily and 
has no trouble to keep up with 
his class, a boy with a rich fath- 
er, who does not ask him how he 
spends his money—I have often 
thought it would have been a 
good thing for me if he had—if 
anybody can have a good time, 
he can, and I went in for a good 
time, 

Did I find it? You know wheth- 
er I did or not. I did not. And I 
went deeper, deeper, deeper,..deep- 
er into dissipation and sin to find 
joy to satisfy my _ unsatisfied 
heart. I did not find it, and one 
awful night, a mere boy still, with 
all hope gone, with life desolate 
and bare, life so barren that there 
was just one step between me 
and Hell, in fact, that very night 
I started to take that awful step, 
to take my life by my own hand. 
I sprang out of bed and drew open 
a drawer to take out the instru- 
ment that would end my life. For 
some reason or other I could not 
find it. 

God did not let me find it, and 
I dropped upon my knees, and 
said, “O God, if you will take 
this awful burden from my heart, 
I will preach the Gospel’; and 
God not only removed the bur- 
den, I found a joy I had never 
dreamed of in this world, and all 
the years since it has gone on in- 
ereasing, with the exception of.a 
short time when I fell under the 
blighting power of scepticism and 
agnosticism; all the»rest of the 
time all these years the joy has 
grown. brighter, brighter, bright- 
er every year. Young men and 
women, if you want the deepest, 
sweetest, purest, most overflow- 
ing joy there is to be known on 
earth, come to Jesus Christ. 


8. In the Third Place, Not to 
Be a Christian Costs the 
Sacrifice of Hope 


A Christian has hope. As we 
read in Titus 1:2, “In hope of 
eternal life, which God, that can- 
not lie, promised.” Oh, how mag- 
nificent that hope is, hope of eter- 
nal life! How sure it is, resting 
on the Word of God, who can- 
not lie. The world has no hope 
like that.

statement of faith before he was 
accepted.” 


To Testify Against Modern- 
ism, He Said, “Will Jeopardize 
Your Future” 


Two years passed. by. After 
much careful and_ prayerful 
searching of the Scriptures, I 
came to the conclusion that sepa- 
ration from modernists, even if 
they claim to be evangelical, is 
a doctrine clearly taught in the 
Bible. This led me to resign from 
the Mission. My testimony as to 
why I felt compelled to resign was 
published in one of the sound 
3aptist papers in Canada. While 
I was waiting and seeking the 
Lord’s will about returning to the 
field, I received a letter from the 
Same man who had advised me to 
“get out,” saying that he was 
glad that I had separated from 
the modernistic mission. But to 
my surprise he went on to say 
that he was sorry that I had writ- 
ten my testimony, and that it was 
published, “for,” said he, “it will 
jeopardize your future.” 

Did he mean that if I obeyed 
God I would jeopardize my fu- 
ture? I felt I had an obligation to 
help others recognize the apostasy 
in our denomination, and the least 
I could do was to testify. Jeopard- 
ize my future? He must have 
meant that if I took such an open 
stand against modernism that 
many people in the denomination 
who support interdenominational 
work would be offended, and that 
I would bé left without support to 
get back to the field. Could it be 
that this “faith missionary,” even 
though he clearly discerned mod- 
ernism, cared more about getting 
financial support from God’s peo- 
ple, who are still in-their church- 
es, than he did in enlightening 
and warning them? 

This man is typical of many 
evangelical leaders today who be- 
lieve the Bible and recognize mod- 
ernism; in fact, when it does not 
“jeopardize their future,” they 
will even talk against it. But 


they refuse to suffer outside the | 


camp with Christ. Is it any won- 
der that many young people to- 


day in evangelical circles are con-j 


fused and frustrated? 


Why Not Leave Our Future 
to God and Do Right? 
Did Abraham jeopardize his fu- 
ture when he obeyed God and left 
Ur of the Chaldees, going out not 
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knowing whither? Did Daniel 
jeopardize his future when he 
kneeled down and -prayed three 
times a day contrary to the king’s 
command?

So would I, but that only shows

“Whosoever therefore shall be 
ashamed of me and of my words 
in this adulterous and sinful gen- 
eration, of him also shall the Son 
of Man be ashamed when he com- 
‘eth in the glory of his Father with 
the holy angels.” That word says 
as plainly as day, ‘Whosoever 
shall confess me before men, him 
will I also confess before my 
Father which is in Heaven, but 
whoseever denieth me before men, 
him will I also deny before my 
Father which is in Heaven.” 


You say, “Does not faith save?” 
Yes, and faith confesses. I can 
imagine that great day when the 
Lord Jesus summons all His own 
before the bar of God. There we 
stand in bright and glorious ar- 
ray, the Lord Jesus Christ at our 
head, and He turns to His Fath- 
er and says, “Father, all these 
are Mine; they confessed Me upon 
earth before men, and I now con- 
fess them before Thee My Father 
in Heaven,” 


But look, away over on the out- 
skirts of that crowd is a man 
who’ hung upon the outskirts of 
the Church of Christ on earth. 
His sympathies were with the 
Church, his associations were with 
the Church, but he was a coward, 
and had not the courage of his 
convictions. He was afraid of his 
business partner, of his associates 
in politics or in society, and he 
never came out and confessed 
Christ openly before men. But he 
thinks that because he hung upon 
the outskirts of the Church of 
Christ on earth, that he can hang 
upon the outskirts up there. The 
Lord Jesus Christ now turns to 
him—I do not believe it will be 
so much in anger as in unutter- 
able pity—and with a sad wave of 
His hand He says, “Depart, de- 
part; you did not confess Me upon 
earth before men; I cannot con- 
fess thee before My Father which 
is in Heaven.’ Men and women, 
that is what it costs not to be a 
Christian. 


7. Once More, Not to Be a 
Christian’ Costs the Sacrifice 
of Eternal Life, and Means 
to Perish For Ever 


How plain the Word of God is 
about that. Take the words of 
Jesus Christ Himself in John 3: 
14, 15, “And as Moses lifted up 
the serpent in the wilderness, even 
so must the Son of Man be lifted 
up: that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have 
eternal life.’ How plain it is. 
Believe—have everlasting life; not 
believe—perish. John 3:16: “For 
God so loved the world that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting 
life.’ How plain it is; believe— 
have everlasting life; not believe 
—perish. Once more, John 3:36: 
“He that believeth on the Son 
hath everlasting life: and he that 
believeth not the Son shall not see 
life; but the wrath of God abideth 
on him.” How plain it is; believe 
—have everlasting life; not be- 
lieve—‘“‘shall not see life; but the 
wrath of God abideth on him.” 


Do you ask me what eternal 
life means? I cannot tell you. I 
can tell you what its beginnings 
are, for, thank God, I have them 
in my own heart tonight. But 
what eternal life means in all its 
fulness, in its eternal outwork- 
ings, no human language can 
describe, and no human fancy can 
conceive, I will tell you what to 
do. Take that moment of your 
life whose joy was purest, deep- 
est, highest, holiest, divinest, mul- 
tiply it by infinity, and carry it 
out to all eternity, and you will 
have some faint conception of 
what eternal life means. 


Do you ask me what it means 
to perish? I cannot tell you. You 
and I sometimes see the begin- 
hings of it in the man or woman 
who has gone down through sin, 
in the depravity of their lives, in 
the corruption of their characters, 
in their wretchedness and despair. 
But what it means to perish in all 
the eternal outworkings of a de- 
praved character, what it means 
to perish in that endless vista 
that lies ahead of us, no human 
language can describe, no human 
fancy can conceive. But I will tell 
you what to do. Take that mo- 
ment in your life whose degrada- 
tion was deepest, whose corrup- 
tion was completest, whose de- 


a 


spair was the most blank and the 
most utter, and whose agony was 
the most appalling, multiply it by 
infinity, and carry it out to all 
eternity, and you have some faint 
conception of what it means to 
perish. And that is what it costs 
not to be a Christian. 


Men and women, I put to you 
then this question: Are you will- 
ing to pay the price of a Christ- 
less life? If you are, I have noth- 
ing more to say. If not, I ask you 
to stand right up and profess your 
acceptance of Christ like men and 
women, Now I will admit that you 
may gain something by not be- 
coming Christians. I will admit 
that it will cost you something to 
become real Christians. It will in 
all probability cost you the loss 
of friends that you hold very 
dear. I never knew a man to step 
out of the world without losing 
friends. 


It will cost you the loss of 
money, for real Christianity 
touches a man’s pocketbook. I 
am willing to admit that. You 
cannot do some things in business 
if you become a Christian that 
add to your income and which 
you do today. I will admit that. 
I want you to know this. I do 
not want you to come out under 
false pretenses. It will cost you 
very likely the loss of pleasures 
of which you are very fond, and 
not for one day only, but for 
weeks and months and years to 
come. When I gave my heart to 
Christ I had to give up every- 


‘thing I was most addicted to in 


the days gone by, the things with- 
out which, it seemed to me, life 
would-not be worth living. I want 
you to know this tonight. We 
want real conversion here. 


But I also want to ask you a 
question: Are you willing, for the 
sake of a few godless companions 
that you are better .off without, 
are you willing for the sake of a 
few hundred or a few thousand 
or a hundred thousand, if need be, 
of pounds sterling, or of dollars, 
are you willing, for the sake of 
foolish, godless pleasures that are 
unworthy of a thinking being any- 
how, and unworthy of your brain 
and your feet and hands, that 
men and women .ought to be 
ashamed of even if they are not 
Christians, like the dance, the 
card table, the theatre, that in- 
telligent people ought to be 
ashamed of even if they are not 
Christians, are you willing, for 
the sake of such things as these, 
to sacrifice peace and joy and 
hope and manhood and woman- 
hood and God's’ favour and 
Christ’s acknowledgment and eter- 
nal life, and perish for ever? Are 
you willing to make so great a 
sacrifice for so paltry gain? 

One night in New York City, 
at the close of a sermon by Dr. 
MacArthur, a gentleman came to 
him and said, “Dr. MacArthur, I 
want to ask you a question. If 
I become a Christian, must I give 
up my money?” 

Dr. MacArthur was a_ wise 
man, and answered, “If you be- 
come a Christian, and Jesus 
Christ asks you for your money, 
you must be willing to give it up, 
every penny of it.” 

The man said, “Dr. MacArthur, 
I will take a week to think about 
that.” 


Dr. MaeArthur knew it was no 
good pressing the man just then, 
and he said, “Very well.” 


The man came back after a 
week, and said, “Dr. MacArthur, 
I have settled it; I will hold on 
to my money till death, and if 
Christ and Heaven must go, they 
must go.” 


That was an awful decision, but 
it was an intelligent one. Are you 
ready to say that tonight? “T will 
hold on to my money till death; 
I will hold on to godless com- 
panions till death; I will hold on 
to my godless pleasures till death; 
and if Christ and Heaven must 
go, and peace and joy and hope 
and manhood and womanhood and 
God’s favour and Christ’s ac- 
knowledgment and eternal life 
must go, and eternal ruin come, 
let them go and let it come.” Are 
you ready to say that, men and 
women? That is what you do say, 
practically, if you go out of this 
place tonight without Jesus 
Christ.

itself in the institutions of learn- 
ing and the larger pulpits. It 
endorsed the higher criticism of 
the Bible, the theory of evolu- 
tion, and the unwarranted appli- 
cation of Christianity to many 
social conditions, more _ socialis- 
tic than Christian. The funda- 
mentalist-modernist controversy 
began, which still rages with more 
or less intensity. 


After capturing the strongholds 
of power, it seemed that liberal- 
ism was secure, then it was threat- 
ened from within. The rise of Karl 
Barth and neo-orthodoxy with its 
variations and shades challenged 
many of the positions of the old- 
er liberalism, forcing it to aban- 
don or restate many of its posi- 
tions. 

Later came the new evangel- 
icalism, with its pride of intellect 
and its determination to establish 
communication again with liberal- 
ism and neo-orthoxy. It challenged 
both the older fundamentalism, as 


well as liberalism, but condemn- 
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The church was commanded to 
preach the Gospel and to teach 
the whole truth that Jesus taught 
(Matt. 28:19, 20). 


The church at Rome is remind- 
ed that the heathen changed the 
truth of God into a lie (Rom. 1: 
2). 


They .were told that the judg- 
ment of God is according to truth 
(Rom, 2:2). 


Paul complained that some of 
the Jews walked not uprightly 
according to the truth of the Gos- 
pel (Gal. 2:14). 


He reminded the Galatians that 
they were not obeying the truth 
(Gal. 5:7). 


Christians are to have their 
loins girt about with truth (Eph.

ing its rival (fundamentalism) 
more vigorously than its hoped- 
for friend, liberalism. The tension 
between fundamentalism and the 
new evangelicalism is real and 
reaches the acute state in discus- 
sing the inclusive evangelism of 
Billy Graham. 

There are also controversies 
over eschatology, the conflicts be- 
tween inclusivists and separatists, 
the conflicts between churches 
who hope to court the commu- 
nists, and ehurches and organiza- 
tions who believe the gap cannot 
be bridged without a betrayal of 
the Christian faith. Since the day 
of Pentecost, the battle between 
truth and error has raged in re- 
ligious circles. The situation to- 
day has been well described by 
someone who described the Pro- 
testant scene in this country as 
an ‘ecclesiastical zoo.’ This is a 
fitting characterization of a scene 
which exhibits all sorts of re- 
ligious wild life, each specimen in 
his own sectarian cage. How can 
the New Testament Christian find 
his way in this bewildering for- 
est of conflicting ideas? Let us 
look again at some of the funda- 
mental factors involved, 


I. Some Fundamental Princi- 
ples That Must Not Be 
Violated 


“The just man walketh in his 
integrity.”—Prov. 20:7. 


unity is the essential mark of 
Christianity, they are prepared to 
sacrifice principles their churches 
hold as basic, even though what 
they themselves regard as sacri- 
fice, others call betrayal.”—Mar- 
ion J. Bradshaw in “Free Church- 
es and Christian Unity,” p. 194. 


“The accepted dogma of the 
ecumenical movement teaches 
that the Holy Spirit is the author 
of diversity as well as uniformity. 
However, let not diversities of he- 
lief concerning the person and 
work of Christ be thrust upon the 
Spirit. He authors unity of faith 
and not confusion of beliefs.”’—J. 
Marcellus Kik in “Ecumenism and 
the Evangelical,” p. 11. 

In considering the question of 
uniting with another religious or- 
ganization, permanently or casual- 
ly, for any purpose whatsoever, 
Christians must hold that there 
are certain fundamental principles 
that must not be violated in the 
interests of unity. 


1. Fidelity to God’s Truth Is More 
Important Than Fraternity 

The church was entrusted with 

the custody of the faith once de- 


livered to the saints (Jude 3). 


“Holding to their view that, 


—Evangelical Christian 


the Spirit and belief of the truth 
(II Thess. 2:13). 

He tells Timothy to withdraw 
himself -from men of corrupt 
minds who are destitute of the 
truth (1°: Tim. 6:5). 

He warns against men who re- 
sist the truth, saying they are 
of corrupt minds and reprobate 
concerning the faith (II Tim. 3: 
8). 

John addresses his second epis- 
tle to “the elect lady and her 
children, whom I love in the 
truth; and not I only, but also 
all they that have known the 
truth” (II John 1). 

He rejoiced over those who 
were walking in truth (II John 
4). 

Again, he says that he loved 
Gaius, “‘whom I love in the truth” 
(III John 1). 

To the true church has been 
entrusted the truth, to preach the 
truth, to defend the truth, to love 
the truth, to obey the truth, to 
walk in the truth, and never to 
betray the truth. This is a funda- 
mental principle that must not be 
violated for the sake of unity. 


2. The Word of God Must Not Be 
Subordinated to the Notions of 
Men or the Ecclesiastical 
Schemes of Men 


Men are always substituting the 
theology of the fathers, past or 
present, for the grandfathers of 
the New Testament. We are told 
by our Lord that we worship Him 
in vain when we teach for doc- 
trines the commandments of men 
(Matt. 15:9). He also warns 
us that the commandments of 
God are made of none effect when 
we aceept the contrary traditions 
of men (Matt. 15:6). Christians 
must reject any doctrinal tradi- 
tion and any ecclesiastical prac- 
tice that is not founded on the 
Word of God. 


We insist that the notions of 
men, the current views of men, 
the innumerable pleas for relig- 
ious fraternity, must be brought 
under the judgment of the Word 
of God. We insist that no human 
consideration, no human plea for 
expediency, is to be considered ex- 
cept in the light of the Word of 
God. The Word of God must not 
be subordinated to the notions of 
men, the schemes of men, or to 
the interests of any ecclesiastical 
schemes. This is a fundamental 
principle that must not be violat- 
ed in any form of religious unity. 


3. Fidelity to Jesus Christ Our 
Lord and Saviour Is More Im- 
portant Than Any Form of 
Religious Unity or Religious 
Co-operation

called Christian umity profess 
some sort of belief in Christ, but 
we must ask what sort of belief 
and what kind of a Christ? Writ- 
ing on the ecumenical movement, 
Marion J. Bradshaw (Free 
Churches and Christian Unity, p. 
67), says, “It is evident that in 
much they say of ‘Christ’ the 
ecumenists do not mean the per- 
son whose words and deeds are 
recorded in the New Testament 
books called the Gospels.” 


In that case there is no basis 
for unity, since another Christ is 
evidently being proclaimed. Those 
who believe in a Christ of their 
own devising proclaim a false 
Christ and the Christian can have 
no relationship with them in re- 
ligious things. To compromise the 
Christ of the New Testament, or 
to consort in religious things with 
those who do not accept Him, is 
to betray the real Christ. 


Writing of the modern ecumen- 
ical movement, J. Marcellus Kik 
(Ecumenism and the Evangelical, 
p. 11) asks this pertinent ques- 
tion’ 

“To what Christ will ecumenici- 
ty cleave? Is it the human Christ 
of the modernist—an individual 
without pre-existence, incarnation, 
and virgin birth? Is it the mythi- 
cal Christ of Bultman—a person 
stripped of all supernaturalism? 
Is it the synthetic Christ of Pro- 
fessor John Knox—a man whom 
the community elevated to a sym- 
bol? Is it the metamorphosed 
Christ of Tillich—a human person 
who became divine? Or is it the 
Christ reveaded in the Scriptures? 
What Christ will receive the pre- 
eminence in the ecumenical move- 
ment? Is there one Lord or 
many.?”’ 

These: are pertinent questions, 
indeéd, in this day of religious 
fraternizing on the basis of “re- 
ligion in general” rather than “re- 
ligion in particular.’ 

What Christ are you fellowship- 
ping with when you fellowship? 
What Christ are you uniting with 
when you unite? What sort of 
Christs are you co-operating with 
when you co-operate? Are you, 
like Judas, betraying the real 
Christ for popularity? for relig- 
ious advantage? for ecclesiastical 
preferment? Are you trying to 
avoid the reproach that goes with 
fidelity to the true Christ, and 
co-operating with men who pro- 
claim human Christs approved of 
men? Have you, in the name of 
religious unity, accepted fellow- 
ship with false Christs and false 
prophets? Fidelity to Jesus Christ 
our Lord and Saviour is more 
important than any form of re- 
ligious unity or any form of re- 
ligious co-operation. This is a 
fundamental principle which must 
not be violated. 


4. The Preservation of the Purity 
of the Faith Once Delivered to 
the Saints Is More Important 
Than the Prosperity or Ad- 
vancement of Religious 
Institutions 


Bible Christians insist that the 
custody of the faith is a sacred 
trust and must be preserved for 
the generations to come, If men 
are to be saved in the years to 
come, the purity of the faith must 
be preserved today. This is more 
important to the cause of Christ 
than the advancement of institu- 
tions. Since the church was found- 
ed to spread the true faith, when 
this faith is corrupted and com- 
promised, the reason for any 
church’s existence is destroyed. 

Men will never be saved 
through churches who no longer 
stand for the faith, for the power 
of the faith cannot endure the de- 
struction of the faith. One may 
quote impressive religious statis- 
tics, but over the door of any 
compromising unity is the warn- 
ine that the glory has departed. 

‘he purity of the faith must 
not be corrupted in the interests 
of the faith. This is a fundamen- 
tal principle and must not be vio- 
lated in the interests of religious 
unity. 


5. The Preservation and Progress 
of True New Testament Church- 
es Is More Important Than 
the Multiplication of 
Untrue Churches 


There is an impression careful- 
ly cultivated by ecumenical lead- 
ers and many others that God can- 
not get some things done with- 
out an outward show of unity, 
and that unity is more important 
than agreement in belief. J. Mar- 


It is true that all forms of so- 
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cellus Kik (Ecumenism and the 
Evangelical, p. 17) says: 

“The almost hysterical plea for 
organizational unity would make 
it appear that the church depends 
upon a human institution for life 
and influence. God stands helpless, 
it seems, until the church is prop- 
erly functionalized with efficient 
secretaries to direct all activities. 
The salvation of souls, the promo- 
tion of true religion, the implant- 
ing of holiness—all must wait 
proper and full achievement until 
one ecclesiastical machine is pro- 
vided.” 

Everywhere today there is an 
overemphasis upon the power of 
unity, even though that unity is 
unsound in the faith. There is an 
impression abroad that the sov- 
ereign God cannot accomplish His 
purpose in the world without the 
help of human unity, and that 
unity must be achieved at the 
cost of precious elements in the 
faith itself. 


This is not according to _ his- 
tory, for a movement that began 
with twelve men and captured the 
known world could not be said 
to lack the spiritual resources 
necessary for conquest. The vic- 
tories of the Reformation were 
won by the preaching of the Word 
of God, even though it was not 
able to achieve a united front of 
God’s people. The united front it 
achieved—the state and church— 
corrupted its own life and has 
cursed Europe ever since. The his- 
tory of the church is that the 
great men of God won their spirit- 
ual victories by the Word of God 
and: the Spirit of God, not by ec- 
clesiastical power or questionable 
associations based upon expedien- 


the doors to technical errors but 
all that men consider errors. While 
this may be interpreted by some 
as referring only to minor errors, 
it can certainly be interpreted 
fairly by others as having a wider 
scope and including many precious 
truths which the unbeliever con- 
siders to be errors. 


The authority of the Word of 
God cannot be compromised by 
subordinating it to human reason, 
believing or unbelieving, and open- 
ing the door to the loss of vital 
truths in the interest of fellow- 
ship, 


2. The Deity of the Lord Jesus 
Christ as Recorded and Inter- 
preted by the New Testa- 

ment Must Not Be 
Compromised 
We must not accept the deity 
of Christ as men define it, but 
as the New Testament defines it. 

Those who do not accept the full 

New Testament stature of Christ, 

accept a false Christ. This is the 


believe that His spirit goes march- 
ing on, It is not enough to believe 
in His “spiritual” resurrection, It 
is only enough when we believe 
that He rose from the dead ac- 
cording to the Scriptures. 


The resurrection of Christ has 
been called the best attested event 
in Seripture. This is as it should 
be, for much depends upon it. It 
is inconceivable that any relig- 
ious unity could be based upon a 
compromise, or any form of re- 
ligious co-operation should be 
willing to accept a substitute for 
the Word of God on such a cru- 
cial doctrine of the faith. 

The doctrine of the necessity 
of the bodily resurrection must 
not be compromised for the sake 
of any religious unity. 


5. The Doctrine of the Personal 
Return of Christ as the Hope 
of the World Must Not Be 

Compromised 


It is not sufficient to dream 
of a socialistic kingdom of God 
built by religious men, It is not 
sufficient to believe in a united 
church as the hope of the world, 
for the Bible does not teach it 
and there is no evidence in his- 


Some years ago infidels and atheists erected a building 
of their own, and upon the cornerstone engraved the year 
and the letters “A.D.” What a paradox! In the year of our 
Lord. They had no other way of reckoning time, but by 
dating their building from the birth of Him whom they 
professed to deny. So, indeed, must the whole world pay 
tribute to the Babe that was born in Bethlehem. All history 


is dated by Him 


either B.C. or A.D., and even those who 


deny Him must pay tribute to Him in every document they 
draw and every letter they write. 
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cy and indifference to the means 


used. 

Christians must affirm that the 
preservation and founding of true 
New Testament churches is our 
God-given task. That we are to 
carry out the Great Commission 
in God’s way, with God’s methods 
and for God's ends. We must re- 
ject the idea that we are to gain 
converts with: any other faith, 
with unworthy means, and direct 
our converts to unworthy church- 
es. We must reject the idea that 
we are to seek alliances with un- 
believing ministers and unbeliev- 
ing churches in order to save the 
souls of men. 

Believers and unbelievers, unit- 
ed together for the purpose of 
producing spiritual children, is an 
impossible idea to those who ac- 
cept the authority of the Word 
of God. The preservation of the 
purity and power of true churches 
is more important than the mul- 
tiplication of churches, regardless 
of their faith. This principle must 
not be violated. 


II, Some Fundamental Doc- 
trines That Must Not 
Be Compromised 

“There is a psuedo-union in 
Christendom today that is tanta- 
mount to dishonoring disloyalty. 
Its slogan is, ‘For the sake of 
peace we must have union even at 
the cost of truth.’ It bids the 
Fundamentalist sit silently while 
the Modernist seeks and obtains 
control of the machinery of the 
church both at home and abroad.” 
—Ruth Paxten in “Life on the 
Highest Plane,” Part 3, p. 237. 


“A man that is an heretic after 
the first and second admonition 
reject.”’—Titus 3:10. 

“If there come any unto you, 
and bring not this doctrine, re- 
ceive him not into your house, 
neither bid him godspeed: for he 
that biddeth him godspeed is par- 
taker of his evil deeds.—II John 
9, 10. 


1, The Authority of the Word of 

God Must Not Be Compromised 

“All seripture is given by in- 
spiration of God, and is profitable 
for doctrine, for reproof, for cor- 
rection, for instruction in right- 
eousness: that the man of God 
may be perfect, throughly fur- 
nished unto all good works.” (II. 
Tim. 3:16). The basis for any uni- 
ty must be a Christian basis. The 
basis and final test of any form of 
co-operative religious unity must 
be the Word of God. 

There are those who say they 
will not insist upon the iner- 
rancy of the Scriptures as a basis 
of fellowship, This not only opens 


principle which a Bible Christian 
must insist upon, but this is a 
principle which modernism will 
not accept. 

To settle, in the name of co- 
operative unity, for a reduced 
Christ, or a remodelled Christ, or 
a Christ fashioned to be more ac- 
ceptable to men’s notions, is to 
betray Christ, regardless of the 
religious statistics accumulated. 
The deity of the Lord Jesus Christ 
in the full New Testament sense 
must not be compromised for the 
sake of any sort of unity. 


3. The Doctrine of the NECES- 
SITY of the Atonement Must 
Not Be Compromised 


It is not enough to believe in 
the atonement in some sense. Only 
those who preach the truth that 
“Christ died: for our sins accord- 
ing to the scriptures’ really 
preach the Gospel. It is. not 
enough to preach the scriptural 
record; we must also preach the 
scriptural interpretation of that 
wonderful death. We must preach 
the death of Christ according to 
the Scriptures, the whole Scrip- 
tures. 

It is not enough for religious 
co-operation that we believe in 
the inspirational value of His 
death, nor the moral influence of 
His death, but we must believe 
that He died for us as guilty men, 
that the atonement was necessary, 
that apart from it there is no 
way of salvation. There can be 
no unity with men who do not ac- 
cept the necessity of the atone- 
ment, for this is the basis of the 
message of the Gospel. God has 
found a way to pardon guilty 
sinners through the atoning death 
of Christ. The doctrine of the 
necessity of the atonement must 
not be compromised. 


4. The Doctrine of the Fact and 
the Necessity of the Bodily 
Resurrection of Christ Must 
Not Be Compromised 


We must know whether the 
Saviour we preached conquered 
death or fell a victim to it like 
other men. We must know wheth- 
er His prophecy of His own death 
and resurrection was fulfilled or 
not. We need a Saviour who is 
sound on the eternities of life and 
existence. If Jesus rose bodily 
from the grave, authenticating His 
claims, fulfilling His own proph- 
ecies, and demonstrating the 
reality of His atonement, we have 
a sure basis for our Gospel. 

It is not enough for religious 
co-operation that men believe that 
He survived death in some sha- 
dowy fashion. It is not enough to 


tory to support it. It is not suf- 
ficient to believe that the Gos- 
pel is the hope of the world, for 
many will not preach it, many 
will not believe it, many will not 
accept it, and the religious man 
is always betraying it in the in- 
terests of world conformity or to 
court world approval. 


We do not insist upon the 
theories and _ interpretations of 
men as a basis of unity, but we 
do insist that the return of the 
Lord according to the Scriptures 
must not be rejected, it must not 
be compromised, and the message 
of the return of the Lord must 
not be silenced in the interests of 
co-cperation. The doctrine of the 
personal return of the Lord must 
not be compromised, for it is a 
part of the whole counsel of God. 


III. Some Agreements Which 
Are Necessary 
“Can two walk together, except 
they be agreed?”—Amos 3:3. 
“What communion hath light 
with darkness?”—II Cor. 6:14. 


“Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelhevers.”—II Cor. 
6:14, 


1. There Must Be Agreement on 
the Nature of the Authority 
We Accept 


The nature of the Gospel 
preached is inevitably affected by 
the authority upon which it is 
based and the authority to which 
it appeals. There is an irrecon- 
cilable difference between those 
who base their message on the 
authoritative Word of God and 
those whose message is based up- 
on a Scripture subject to their 
revision. It is the difference be- 
tween the true and authentic Gos- 
pel and the gospel which is of 
man, There can be no real re- 
ligious unity unless’ there’ be 
agreement on the authority of the 
message. 


Where such an agreement is 
impossible any form of religious 
unity would be a compromise of 
the true faith. 


2. There Must Be Agreement on 
the Nature and Character of 
Christ 
If Christ is the virgin-born Son 
of God, sinless in life, infinite in 
worth, a sinless sacrifice for our 
sins, completely — acceptable’ to 
God, we have the Gospel of the 

New ‘Testament. 

If Christ was human in His 
birth, subject to the sins and mis- 
takes of our common humanity, 
He was not a sinless sacrifice, 
He was not capable of dying for the 


sins of the world, so we have the 
gospel of men—that a good man 
died to inspire and influence men 
to try to be better. This is not 
the Gospel of the New Testament. 


There is an unbridgeable gap 
between the true Gospel and the 
false gospels of men, and a gap 
no fellowship can bridge between 
those who hold the true Gospel 
and those who hold the false. If 
there is no agreement on the 
nature and character of Christ 
no valid Gospel can be offered 
and unity is useless. 


3. There Must Be Agreement on 
What Kind of a Church Is True 
to Christ and the Bible 

The purpose of gospel preaching 
is that men are to be saved and 
become a part of a true New 
‘Testament church, This church, 
true to Christ and the Bible, is 
not always the church which the 
convert happens to prefer, nor the 
church which is the most popular 
in the community. It is a true 
church of the New ‘Testament 
model where he can support the 
true Gospel and become a part 
of a local and world-wide gos- 
pel witness. If there is no differ- 
ence between churches and if 
there is no difference in the mes- 
sage preached, then there is no 
distinctive Gospel. Without agree- 
ment on the essentials to be held 
and preached by the church, the 
whole idea of the church loses its 
distinctive character. Churches 
presented indiscriminately, ortho- 
dox and liberal, true to Christ and 
the Bible or not, with no distinc- 
tion between them to guide the 
ignorant convert, is a betrayal of 
the new-born soul. No pious plati- 
tudes that the Holy Spirit will 
take care of him no matter what 
kind of a church he Jains, will 
cover this shameless unconcern 
for the welfare of the new-born 
son of God. There must be agree- 
ment on the essential doctrinal 
position of a true church, or re- 
ligious unity becomes a betrayal 

of the cause of Christ. 


4. There Must Be Agreement on 
the Nature of _ the Christian 


What kind of a “Christian” are 
we trying to produce? A Chris- 
tian brought to see the need of 
an atoning Saviour who in re- 
pentance calls upon God for mer- 
cy? If so, such a Christian is born 
again by the*power of the Holy 
Spirit. Christians who are born 
again of the Holy Spirit have one 
nature and character; so-called 
“Christians” produced by mere de- 
cision to do better, to live for 
God, to join a church, decisions 
made without a supernatural new 
birth by the Holy Spirit, have an- 
other nature and character. Con- 
verts produced by the Holy Spirit 
using human means have one 
character; converts produced by 
human means alone have another. 


It is not sufficient to prove the 
blessing of the Holy Spirit by 
statistics, and it is worse than 
useless when the Holy Spirit is 
made a party to endless compro- 
mises of the Christian faith. There 
are a number of cults who have 
great crowds, great enthusiasm, 
and a great human dedication to 
their cause. Evangelism must not 
be judged by jumboism; it must 
not be evaluated by human en- 
thusiasm; it must not be judged 
by its ability to gather together 
those of unlike faiths. It can only 
be judged by its fidelity to the 
whole counsel of God, the char- 
acter of its converts and its loy- 
alty to the churches true. to the 
Bible. 


There must be some agreement 
on the kind of Christians we hope 
to produce, their fidelity to the 
Word of God and their willing- 
ness to walk as sons of God, 


5. There Must Be Agreement on 
the Nature of the Unity We 
Seek 


We insist that the nature of 
the unity will inevitably color 
the gospel message, either in its 
content or omissions, and de- 
termine to some extent its empha- 
sis. The omissions will be sig- 
nificant, the emphasis important, 
the doctrinal content and context 
will be affected. It is possible to 
preach a gospel technically cor- 
rect, but tragically deficient. 


We Now Summarize 


We insist that true religious 
unity or co-operation must hold to 
the following principles if it is 
true to the Word of God: 

1. It must place fidelity to the 


‘Word of God above human frater- 


nity, 

2. It must place the Word of 
God above the notions of men, 
and the expediencies of men. 

3. It must insist that fidelity 
to our Lord and Saviour is more 
important than any form of Tre 
ligious unity or co-operation. 

4. It must insist that the pres- 
ervation of the purity of the 
faith delwered to the saints is 
more important than the advance- 
ment of any religious institution 
or society. 

5. It must insist that the pre- 
servation and .the strengthening 
of trwe New Testament churches 
as centers of witness is more im= 
portant than the multiplication of 
churches indifferent to sound doc- 
trine. 

Those engaging in any form of 
unity or co-operative effort should 
insist that— 

1. The authority of the Word 
of God must be accepted by all 
the churches; 

2. The full and scriptural doc- 
trine of the deity of Christ must 
be accepted; 

3. The doctrine of the absolute 
necessity of the atonement must 
be accepted; 

4. The doctrine of the bodily 
resurrection of Christ must be ac- 
cepted, so that the Christ preached 
shall be fully alive, not doubtfully 
dead; 

5. The hope of the world is in 
the personal return of Christ acs 
cording to promise, | 

There are some agreements 
necessary to true unity and Chris- 
tian co-operation: 

1. There must be agreement wpe 
on the nature of the authority of 
the Gospel. 

2. There must be agreement wp- 
on the nature and character of 
the Christ preached. 

3. There must be agreement up- 
on the nature and character of 
the churches which we profess to 
serve. 

4. There must be agreement up-~ 
on the character and beliefs of 
the Christians we hope will re- 
sult: born of the Holy Spirit or 
produced by human persuasion, 

5. The nature of the unity must 
be examined scrupulously in the 
light of the Word of God lest it 
betray the faith instead of ad« 
vancing the faith.
